Chief of these is the problem of controlling production. Our machine 
age has learned to produce too much and looks in vain for a market 
while pauperized millions ask for alms. 

Do you remember the controlled production of the war period? 

The man power of civilization was under arms. The millions in 
uniform were’ “unemployed,” as were the other millions engaged in 
making tools for slaughter. 

Yet the production of necessary and useful things was so well con- 
trolled that a fraction of the adult population, aided by machinery, was 
able to produce all that the world neéded. 

The machine’s ability to produce has increased since the war. A 
fraction of the world’s workers, aided by machinery, still can produce 
all that mankind needs. 

If more men are employed, the machines will produce too much. 

But men who are not-employed cannot buy the machine’s products. 

lf that is true, isn’t it a great folly to work one group of men eight 
hours a day while another group has no work at all? 

If idle men need profitable work and the machine needs cash cus- 
tomers, why is the problem difficult to solve? 

Control production to match the world’s needs; divide the labor of 


lf a farmer has six horses, will he work early and late to produce 
enough feed for twelve? 
Or, if he must feed six in any case, will he overwork three while the 


others stand idle in the barn?

FRENCH CHAMBER 
TO DISGUSS DEBTS 


Premier Considers Con- 
tinued Negotiations on 
Question Indispensable. 


PARIS, Dee, 21.—(4*—Premier 
Joseph Paul-Boncour and bis cabinet 
spent the day putting the finishing 
touches to the ministerial declaration 
which will pe presented to parliament 
tomorrow, two of the chief problems 
being debts and the budget. 

Best informed quarters expected 
that he would refer to the debts brief- 
ly, taking the position that it was in- 
dispensable to continue negotiations 
with the United States. The chamber 
of deputies’ recent vote deferring pay- 
ment undoubtedly will be accepted as 
the guide for these negotiations. 

No interpellations on debts have 
been introduced, but it is likely that 
Louis Marin and ‘Henry Franklin- 
Bouillon, both of whom are bitterly 
hostile to payment, may press the 
premier to explain conditions under 
which negotiations are proceeding, it 
is expected that M. Paul-Boncour in 
his reply will tell the chamber that 
he will report when he has something 
definite. 

The disposition continues in cham- 
ber circles to seek some arrangement 
with the United States along the lines 
of a debt conference. 

Some deputies said that if by any 
chance M. Paul-Boncour could bring 
assurance that the circumstances 
posed in the chamber’s famous resolu- 
tion deferring payment wouid be met. 
action looking toward approval of 
payment would be speeded up. 

However, the general impression is 
that the debt problem will be left 
in abeyance for a month or two, 
meanwhile negotiations continuing.

Culbertson Reveals New Method © 
To Manufacture Contract Experts 


BY TOM O’NEIL. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—(?)—Ely 
Culvertson disclosed today his new 


method of “plastic valuation” in con- 
tract bridge which he says will en- 
able thousands of ordinary players to 
graduate into the expert class. 

A mental picture of a composite 
hand of partners is the highlight of 
the Culbertson system of 1933, 

To make the picture a player counts 
winners or losers in his hand, which- 
ever is simpler. For an opening bid 
with an ordinary hand, it is easier to 
count winners. On the basis of the 
requirements for an opening bid part- 
ner counts the losses in his hand. The 
rest of the auction gives further in- 
ferences for revision of winners and 
losers so that a player can visualize 
what would be the strongest combina- 
tion of 13 cards out of 26. 

Culbertson describes this as the 
method used by all master players. 
He retains the mathematical methods 
of honor count and playing trick 
count as a fundamental basis for bids 
and the composite picture. 

A forcing takeout is recommended 
on a three-card suit to the ace, if 
need be, when a hand contains 31-2 
honer tricks. Hitherto a suit had to 
be strictly biddable to be used for such 
a purpose. 

Here is Culbertson’s own descrip- 
tion of the four no-trump convention. 
designed to take advantage of the in- 
creased bonus for grand slams: 

“If over a forcing take-out or a 
jump raise in a suit one of the two 
partners bids four no-trump, he is 
showing two aces and a king of a

farms, had met its obligations to the 
government thus far. 

It condemned those farms in Si- 
beria, Eastern Siberia, Western Si- 
beria and the Urals as most back- 
ward, directing attention to the fact 
that the East Siberian trust had the 


- 
worst showing, with only 56 per cent 
of the collections completed. 

Placing responsibility directly on 
the shoulders of the individual direc- 
tors of the state farms, the order 
threatened them with arrest and trial 
unless effective measures are taken to 
complete collections forthwith. 

At the same time it announced 
that none of the directors would be 


_ permitted to come to Moscow until de- 


liveries have been fulfilled; that im- 
mediate steps should be taken to im- 
prove the food and clothing supply of 
the workers, and that transportation 
should be reorganized to provide max- 
imum facilities for the movement of 
grain from these farms. 

The state farms differ from collec- 
tive farms in that they are created by 


_the state much on the same order as a 


factory with regularly employed 
workers who labor at fixed salaries. 
These farms were assessed a total 
of 90,600,000 bushels of grain to be 
delivered to the state in 1932, com- 
pared with 64,800,000 bushels in 1931.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—(?)—Re- 
ports received by some of the larger 
Wall Street banks from Europe indi- 
cate that about $70,000,000 of gold 
will arrive in this country before the 
year ends, it was said today. 

Great Britain, France and India, 
bankers said, were the principal ship- 
pers. About $46,000,000 gold is ex- 
pected from England, partly represent- 
ing the shifting of the metal in connec- 
tion with Britain’s December 15 war 
debt payment and partly for rebuild- 
ing her balances in New York. 

Approximately $8,000,000 gold is ex- 
pected to arrive tomorrow from:

In 1930, 
when Chase merged with the former 
Equitable Trust Company, Rockefel- 
ler as the principal stockholder of 
Equitable received a large stock in- 
terest in Chase. Prior to that time 
Wiggin, who in his 29 years’ associa- 
tion with Chase, had invested most 
of his fortune in its stock, had been 
the bank’s largest single shareholder. 

The retirement of Wiggin leaves 
the leadership of Chase principally 
in the hands of Winthrop W. Ald- 
rich, president, who is a brother-in- 
law of Rockefeller.
